7 LONG TITLE

8 General Description:

9 This bill enacts language related to regional service centers.

10 Highlighted Provisions:

11 This bill:

12 < allows local school boards to enter into an interlocal agreement to create a regional

13 service center to provide education related services;

14 < requires the State Board of Education to make rules regarding regional service

15 centers; and

16 < provides that a charter school may enter into a contract with a regional service

17 center to provide education related services to the charter school.

26 Be it enacted by the Legislature of the state of Utah:

27 Section 1.  Section 53A-3-429 is enacted to read:
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28 53A-3-429.  Regional service centers.

29 (1)  Local school boards may enter into an interlocal agreement, in accordance with

30 Title 11, Chapter 13, Interlocal Cooperation Act, to create a regional service center for the

31 purpose of cooperating to provide education related services.

32 (2) (a)  The State Board of Education shall distribute any funding appropriated to

33 regional service centers as provided by the Legislature.

34 (b)  The State Board of Education may provide funding to regional service centers in

35 addition to legislative appropriations.

36 (3)  In accordance with Title 63G, Chapter 3, Utah Administrative Rulemaking Act, the

37 State Board of Education shall make rules regarding regional service centers including:

38 (a)  the distribution of legislative appropriations to regional service centers;

39 (b)  the designation of regional service centers as agents to distribute Utah Education

40 Network services; and

41 (c)  the designation of regional service centers as agents for regional coordination of

42 public education and higher education services.

43 (4)  A public school that is a charter school may enter into a contract with a regional

44 service center to receive education related services from the regional service center.
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
